3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amendment to the claims filed 06 August 2007 overcomes the prior art 
rejection of record (e.g., see item no. 7 in the Office Action mailed 1 1/20/2006) in view 
that the prior art does not recognize or appreciate the dimeric form of the presently 
claimed TAG-72 specific humanized CC49 C H 2 domain deleted antibody wherein the 
hinge region is directly linked to the C H 3 domain. Thus, given that the cited prior art 
does not recognize that the C H 2 domain deleted antibodies dimerize to form tetravalent 
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antibodies, supports the finding of nonobviousness of the presently claimed dimeric 
TAG-72-specific C H 2 domain deleted antibody purified to 98% homogeneity.
